Sen. Francis Case (R-SD) told a 
startled Senate yesterday he had 
rejected the $2,500 campaign con­ 
tribution.

The money came, he 
said, from a lawyer who “ was not 
an opponent of the bill.0 He did 
not name him.

Senate sources said the leaders 
were considering asking for an im* 
m ediate investigation, perhaps by 
the Com m erce Com m ittee which 
handled the gas bill.

T rue D. Morse told the com m it­ 
tee yesterday plans now call for 
asking farm ers to take up to 50 
million acres out of production. 
The governm ent would pay them 
up to $1 billion. 
Paym ent to individual 
farm er* 
would vary widely under the two- 
part program . F or diverting land 
from w heat, corn, cotton and rice, 
they would receive half this year** 
support price on the crops they 
could have expected from the di­ 
verted land. U nder a longer range 
program for planting grass 
and 
trees, they would receive $10 an 
acre rental, plus 80 per cent of the 
cost of replanting—an average $9 
an acre. 
“ I think m ost m em bers of m y 
com m ittee 
were 
favorably 
im ­ 
pressed.” C hairm an Ellender (D- 
L a) of the Senate Agriculture Com­ 
m ittee, reported. 
“ It’s m ore generous than som e 
expected,” said Sen.

salaries.

They com ­ 
plained that the new law, heavily 
amended in the Legislature’s rush 
to adjourn, w as too vague and 
cumbersome to follow. 
Commissioners generally sought 
to set equitable salaries under the 
law effective last Jan. I. Some 
squires were inactive. Others han­ 
dled hundreds of traffic cases an­ 
nually, leading to complaints of 


I "speed traps." 
Sandusky County commissioners 
in northern Ohio came up with a 
new pay plan this week. They an­ 
nounced in Frem ont that the IO 
justices in that county would be 
paid $25 a y ear plus $4 for each 
case handled. 
Commissioner M a r i o n Brown 
said the new law' did not say it 
I was illegal to add something to 
annual J .

Confusion and controversy have 
plagued the minor court system in 
Ohio since its creation in 1801. 
Under the former Ohio law, a 
J . P. could collect his fee only if 
he found the defendant in his court 
guilty. That led to complaints that 
squires should not hear cases in 
which they might have a direct 
financial interest. 
Ohio’s J . P. system once led the 
U.S. Supreme Court to say that 
its bisie economic principle vio­ 


lated the 14th Amendment to the 
Constitution. 
An official of Ohio Justice, Inc., 
an organization formed in 1952 to 
help improve township and village 
law enforcement, commended the 
new J .P. law. 
Curt Gebhart of Dayton, execu­ 
tive secretary of Justice, recently 
told county commissioners: "this 
law is truly local government ex­ 
emplified for which you and we 
are continuously striving." 
He 
added 
that 
the 
new 
law 
"does not strangle local govern­ 
ment by predetermining the sal­ 
ary for any justice court." But 
he said it created problems. 
‘‘When 
determining 
salaries," 
Gebhart 
s a i d , 
"commissioners 
should take into consideration that 
the justice m ust accept the re­ 
sponsibilities and p e r f o r m the 
duties of judge, clerk and stengo- 
rapher. 
In 
our 
other 
judicial 
branches these are extra wages 
involved. 
"The justice is also a conserva­ 
tor of the peace. He settles many 
disputes outside of court in both 
criminal 
and 
civil 
affairs. 
The 
demands for the service of the 
justice are continuous. 
“ The county commissioners, be­ 
ing local government, are in the 
best position to ascertain all prob­ 
lems 
involved 
to 
determine 
an 
equitable 
salary for the justice 
court."
